PROTECTING THE SEALS. 


NEW TACTICS AND A STRONGER FORCE CALLED 
INTO PLAY. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., March 24.—While the 
instructions to the commanding officers of 
the naval and revenue vessels, which are to 
be assigned to the duty of protecting the 
sealing industry during the coming season 


are not yet wholly completed, it 
is settled that they will differ from 
those of last yearin a most important par- 
ticular. Last year the operations of these 
vessels were confined to the se Sea. 
lt is now proposed, however, te extend them 
also to the waters within the three-mile limit 
along the entire Alaskan Coast North of lat. 
55 deg. to Unimak Pass, South of Behring 
sea. Inthis way the sealon the way to the 
rookeries on Probiloff Islands will be pro- 
tected at least to a limited 
extent from poachers along the 
entire course usually followed by 
them. Experience has demonstrated thata 
large number of seals are annually Killed in 
these shore waters, andespecially off the 
Gulf of Alaska, near Mount St. Ellas, and 
westward along the peninsula as far as 
Unimak Pass, which is used by the seals as 
an entrance to the Behring Sea. The coast 
at that pointis indented with coves where 
the water is sheltered from the northern 
winds by a range of mountains, and 
are smooth and shallow and afford an excel- 
lent playing around for the seals. Poachers 
are wellacquainted with this fact and are 
always assured of a good catch in that vicin- 
ity, Nearly twenty-five thousand seals were 
slaughtered in these waters within the three 
mile limit last year. Itis now proposed for 
the first time to maintain an efficient patrol 
over these waters with a view ta _ the 
protection of the seal herds on their 
way toBebring Sea so longas they remain 
within the jurisaiction of the United States. 
It is ho inthis way to preserve a large 
number of seals that otherwise would nat be 
allowed to reach the breeding grounds in 
a.

POISONERS’ LEAGUE. 


Dynamite Too Tame for the Parisian 
Anarchists, 


A SECRET BAND OF PLOTTERS AGAINST 
HUMAN LIFE DISCOVERED. 


Mrs. Parnell Divides Her Legacy With 
Her Relatives—Emperor William Ac- 
cepts Zedlitz’ Resignation — Japan 
News Budget—London Topics—The 
Carlssen Case—Foreign News. 


PARIS, March 24.—The Journal Des Debats to- 
day publishesa startling story, which, even 
if not true, will tend to frighten people by 
the suggestion it contains. There is at 
present no reason to doubt the truthfulness 
of the story, which shows the depth to which 
some MeN are willing to descend in order to 
wreak vengeance for imaginary wrongs. The 
paper declares that in their search for the 
authors of the recent explosions in Paris the 
police have discovered a band of Anarchists 
who have little faith in the efficacy of dyna- 
mite to§put out of the way persons whom they 
regard as in a way responsible for 
the existing evils of society, and who 
were upon the point of putting into effect 
another planto gain their ends. There is 
good reason to doubt that dynamite is the 
article to effect the overthrow,of law and 
order, for with allthe explosions that have 
occurred, not only here but in the many 
places where the Anarchists have perpetrat- 
ed their outrages, the loss of life has been 
trifling. Some few persons have been in- 
jured, but any great number of deaths have 
yet to be recorded. . 

According to the Journal des Debats the band 
referred to had resolved to use poison instead 
of dynamite, and were making experiments 
to discover a substance that could be used to 
cause death with norisk of detection. Three 
of the band were arrested yesterday. A 
search of their lodgings resulted in the dls- 
covery of an unknown préparation, presum- 
ably poison of some kind. This was taken 
possession of and sent to the chemists at 
the municipal laboratory for analysis. 

Judgment willbe rendered to-morrow in 
Rome in the case of anarchists who have 
been on trial for taking purt in the May day 
riots in this city last year. Daring the court 
proceedings to-day the public prosecutor de- 
manded that Cipriani be sentenced to four 
and Pauiatt to five years’ imprisonment, and 
that the other prisoners.be given the mini- 
mum sentence of the twenty days’ imprison- 
ment. 


LONDON BUDGET. 


DISTURBANCE CONTINUED AT THE 
COLLIERY-—GOSSIP. 


Lonpon, March #,—The disturbances at the 
Hepburn colifery in. Durham, growing out of 
the attempts of the strikgng miners to force 
the enginemen to join the strike,were renewed 
to-day. Acrowd of the strikers went to the 
houses of the mineofiicials and enginemen 
and stoned them. Several of the occupants 
were struck by the flying missiles and quite 
severely injured. Several riots occurred be- 
fore the rioters were dispersed by the police, 
who were hastily summoned to the scene. 

The Coroner’s jury in the case of Arthur 
Goring Thomas, the well-known composer 
and author, who threw himself in frontofa 
train on the Metropolitan Railway on Monday 
last, to-day returned a verdict that he had 
committed suicide while suffering from an 
attack of insanity. 2

THE EMPEROR ACCEPTS COUNT ZEDLITZ’S 
RESIGNATION. 


@BERLIN, March 24.—The Kreuz Zeitung to- 
day says that the Emperor has written a 
gracious letter to Count Von Zedlitz-Trutz- 
schler, accepting his resignation of the office 
of Prussian Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
Public Education and Medical Affairs. His 
Majesty expresses the hope that, despite his 
withdrawal from office, Count Von Zedlitz- 
Trutzschler will always be ready to place his 
services at the disposal of the State. 

The Reichsanzerger has not announced the 
acceptance of Count Von Zelidlitz’ resigna- 
tion yet. The solution of the crisis may 
therefore be still modified. Chancellor Von 
Caprivi’s resignation of the Prussian Pre- 
miership will greatly damage his authority 
in representing Germany in the Dreibund, 
and is likely to make Austria and Italy in- 
tractible in any devevelopment of the alli- 
ance: proposed by Germany. 

The Emperor has been much benefited by 
his visit to Hubertwsstock. It is reliably 
affirmed that he is only suffering from gen- 
eral fatigue. It is expected that he will be 
fully restored in a few days.

HARD TIMES‘IN QUEENSLAND—JEWS BARBRED— 
BRIEF MENTION. : 


BRISBANE, Queensland, March 24.—The au- 
thorities to-day relieved 600 destitute per- 
sons. Inan interviewthe Mayor said that 
the distress in Queensland, which is wide- 
spread and severe, is greatly due to reckless 
expenditure on unproductive railways and 
to bad leadership inthe late strikes. The 
majority of the people, he said, favored the 
Government proposals for the introduction 
of Polynesian labor.

DISCUSSION OF THE FREE COINAGE 


MEASURE CLOSED. 


Representative Williams of Illinois Opers 
the Argument—Final Vote to Be 
Reached at 5 O’Olock To-Day, Uniess 
Filibustering Interferes — Congres- 
sional Proceedings. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 24,—The last 
legislative day of the silver debate opened 
with crowded galleries and a full attendance 
ofmembers of the House, The utmost dili- 
gence has been exerted by the leaders of both 
sides for the past three days to secure the 
presence of every member who is not absent 
from the city when the hour of final vote ar- 
rives, and so well have they succeeded in 
their efforts that only the gentlemen who 
have been granted leave by the House were 
absent when the gavel fell to-day, and 
these areso equally divided upon the ques- 
tion that neither side derived any advantage 
from their non-attendance. 

Under the notice of Chairman Bland yester- 
day that he would at 20’clock this afternoon 
move the previous question on the billand 
its amendments, two hours yet remained be- 
fore the programme of opposition and delay 
contemplated by Mr. Tracey and his col- 
leagues could be inaugurated against.a final 
vote on the passage of the bill. That sucha 
programme would be carried out no one 
doubted fora moment. Indeed, Mr. Tracey 
himself has frankly avowed for the past 
tbree days that his faction would avail them- 
selves of every resource afforded by the rules 
to filibuster against the passage of the 
bill, and he this morning stated that he 
would persist in his filibustering tactics 
until he secured a vote on the substitute bill 
for an international monetary congress, and 
until the Committee on Rules were finally 
compelled to bring a rule suppressing the 
filibusterers and naming a day and hour 
when nothing will be in order but the vote on 
the passage of the bill.

DEBATE OPENED. 

Representative Williams of Illinois, a Dem- 
ocratic member ofthe Committee onjVoinage, 
opened the debate in favor of the bill.

The gentleman stated that silver colnage in 
the bi-metallic countries had been limited 
and ifunder these circumstances they had 
been able to maintain a parity, how much 
easier it would be to maintain that parity 
after the United States adopts free 
coinage and the value of silver is 
increased. He denied that free coin- 
age would drive old out of tne 
country. While free coinage of silver might 
through the hostility of the Government and 
the influences of money-lenders, force gold to 
a premium for a while it would be but tem- 
porary. Hecriticised the. present Adminis- 
tration for working against this bill and said 
that if it passed the House he had no 
doubt the Administration would exert all 
its mighty influence to force old 
to premium and create a feeling 
of trepidation to prevent the passage of the 
bill by the Senate. If weare touse gold and 
silver as money, he believed we should have 
fixedaratio.

AGO RECALLED. +. 


Five of the Victims Still to Be Found— _ 


All Were Huddled Together for Mu- 
tual Protection—A Story of Brotherly 
Love Revealed—The Casualty Record— 
Minor Mishaps. 

DUNBAR, Pa., March 2#4.—The dead have 
been wrested from their untimely tomb and 
all that remains is to accord a Christian. 
burial to the miners who met their fate in the 
Hill Farm mineat Dunbar on June 16, 1690. 
Yesterday the bodies of twenty-three of the , 
miners were foundand to-day they will be 
brought to the surface for burial. The bodies 
found were those of John Mitchell, 
Daniel Smith, John McCleery, Jim 
McCleary, Peter Devlin, John Oope, 
Andrew Cope, James Shearin, . Ele 
mer Devoy, John Devanney, Richard Big- 
ley, Daniel McCastino, John Kirnan, Martin 
Kavanagh, Patrick Cahill, John Courtney, 
Patrick Courtney, John Devanney, Jri, 
James X. Ivy, Thomas Davis, Daniel Davis, 
James McOune and Wm.

When found they 
were piled on top ofone another, contorted 
in ghastly shapes—heads thrown back, 
mouths open, fleshless hands clinched and 
nails scarring the bones of palms—all sicken- 
ing evidence of a death which was preceded 
by tortures unimaginable. Not far away 
were three miners, two of whom, the broth- 
ers McCourtney, afforded an affecting spec- 
tacle of love strongeven unto death, They 
alone were clasped in each other’s arms and 
their faces were composed, even though time

Dying, But Conscious, the Band Leader 
Tells of His Oath Against the Irish 
and Catholicism, and Its Results—Or- 

@anizer Ames Says the Association 
Had No Grudge Against Phillips. 


Max Phillips, the band leader, whose con- 
nection with the secrét political work of the 
American Protective Association drove him 
to an attempt on his life, Hes in a critical 
condition on his cot in the City Hospital to- 
day and may die in spite of skillful surgery. 
Phillips is one of the best known musicians in 
town. Heis45 years old, and came with his 
wife and children from Berlin twenty 
years ago. He is a violinist and 
baritone horn player, and of suc eminence 
in his profession that he made a good deal of 
money. Henotoniy played, but conducted 
orchestras, and was regarded as one of the 
best minor leaders in the city. His tall figure 
and heavy gray mustache have been familiar 
to the frequenters of the Bellevue Gardens, 
where he-had charge of the music, and 
to people who g0 on fiver ex- 
cursions, as well. He led the band 
that played on the Grand Republic last sum- 
mer. Hewas one of the directors of the 
Musicians’ Union till lately, and is now a 
director of the Aschenbroedel Club, the social 
organization of the musicians in the city. He 
lived with his family ina comfortable home 
at 1111 North Thirteenth street. 

WORRIED TO SUICIDE. 

Tuesday night he came up looking worried, 
andtalked gloomily. His wife had noticed 
recently that he was becoming moody but 
was notalarmed. She and the children went 
to bed and he sat upall night in the parior. 
He ate little at breakfast the next morning, 
and though his habit was to 
go down to the Aschenbroedel 
Club on Market street, every day 
after breakfast, this time he sat in the house 
or walked wearlly about the rooms. He an- 
swered his wife’s questions as tohis health 
curtly. Yesterday aiternoon about 2 o’clock he 
seemed to have come to a sudden determina- 
tion. ;He went to his room in the second story 
and soon after called: 

‘*‘Mamma, bring me my razor; I want tocut 
my corns. 

She told himit was dull. ‘*‘Never mind,’’ 
he said, and she went about her household 
duties. In five minutes more she heard his 
voice, weak and strangled, calling: 

*‘*Mama, come here!’’ 

She ran up-stairs. He was lying on the 
floor, covered with bl He had slashed 
his throat and right wrist with the razor 
and had ended the work by stabbing himself 
inthe abdomen. He was losing blood and 
becoming faintand had evidently repented 
the deed already. 

Mrs. Phillips ran out and called Mr. Ah)- 
brandt, who seeing that the case was serious 
summoned an ambulance and had the musi- 
cian taken to the hospital. There hisabdomen 
was cut open and it was found that the knife 
in the suicide’s hand had barely ripped the 
stomach. He had made a wound aninch 
wide, but had touched no vital organ. The

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A MISFIT FUNCTION. 


Mayor Noonan and Comptroller Srev- 
ENSON both opposed the Anderson bill, 
although both have insisted that .the City 
Collector should have nothing to do with 
saloon licenses except to collect the tax 
thereon. They have wisely urged that the 
incongruous responsibility for the admin- 
istration and enforcement of the laws with 
reference to the granting and revocation of 
licenses should be imposed on some other 
functionary. 

The Police Board may not be the best 
depository of this authority, although it 
has apparently discharged the duty well 
for some years past in Kansas City. But 
the City Collectorship is certainly the 
worst. Only a George Washington could 
withstand the temptations and snares with 
which that office now surrounds the in- 
cumbent. 

Nowhere butin St. Louis is the author- 
ity to grant or refuse saloon licenses en- 
trusted to the collector of the tax thereon. 
Nowhere but in St. Louis is that official at 
the same time both the assessor and col- 
lector of merchants’ and manufacturers’ 
taxes. The result is unchecked power, 
most susceptible of abuse and most notori- 
ously abused. 

Real estate assessment is guarded by a 
Board of Assessors, appointed’ by the 
Mayor, confirmed by the Council and pre- 
sided over by a president elected by the 
people. It is further guarded by a Board 
of Equalization, appointed by the Judges 
of the Circuit Court, to hear appeals from 
taxpayers and to review, correct and equal- 
ize the assessments. But the assessment 
of merchants’ and manufacturers’ taxes is 
wholly in the hands of the City Collector. 
He can, at his discretion, accept any re- 
turn without question, or give the tax 
dodger a great deal of trouble. What a 
powerful pull is thus placed in the hands 
of a Collector who may want to be Mayor 
or who may want his nullifications of the 
dramshop law ignored by the Grand-jury! 

Outside of St. Louis and Kansas City the 
judicial function of granting or revoking 
saloon licenses is exercised by the County 
Courts, not by the collector of the license 
tax. In other States itisthe function of 
some court with a clerk and seal to pre- 
serve as public records the papers relating 
to each case passed upon, 


In Philadelphia the Court of Quarter Ses- 
sions holds regular periodical terms to pass 
upon petitions for saloon licenses. These 
petitions must be filed with the clerk and 
a full list thereof must be published in the 
newspapers as a warning to remonsitrants 
before the term begins. All con- 
troversies as to the consent of 
property holders, the genuineness of sig- 
natures, the conformity of petitions to all 
the requirements of law, the validity of 
remonstrances, the law-abiding character 
of the applicant, the sufficiency of his 
bond to secure his strict obedience to the 
law, and, finally, whether a saloon is 
needed and is not particularly objectiona- 
ble in the designated locality, ere 
judicial questions considered and de- 
cided according to the evidence by 
the court in regular judicial form 
before the license is granted. Then 
the clerk issues the license by order of 
court to the Collector who must receive 
the license tax before handing the docu- 
ment to the applicant, and the latter’s 
bond remains on file in the court’s posses- 
sion, to be declared forfeited, and to be 
collected from the sureties the moment the 
saloon-keeper is convicted of violating the 
dramshop law. H 

There are no such checks in St. Louis to 
command respect for dramshop law. A 
saloon bond is a barren ideality here. The 
City Collector issues licenses ‘‘for rev- 
enue only’’—organizes and runs a private 
license mill regardless of law—issues li- 
censes on credit or on the installment plan 
to convicted law-breakers and the most 
infamous dive-keepers—and actually 
boasts to the City Council of his official 
lawlessness without fear of impeachment 
or indictment. With such an example 
before him why should any saloon-keeper 
fear the law or hesitate to convert his 
place into a criminal resort for profit? 

But the worst effect of it allis the crea- 
tion of a political machine which par- 
alyzes the machinery of justice, demoralizes 
both parties, corrupts city elections, and 
‘Yrules all departments of the city govern- 
ment by brewery edict alone, with as open

It was unfortunate for Gen. Harrison’s

Hedid not see that the 
bounding billow of tariff sentiment was nota 
rock when the elections of November, 1889, 
came, and the first Democratic Governor the 
State had had in thirty years was elected in 
Iowa. Hekeptright on building upon this 
billow, letting civil service reform go tothe 
dogs, letting a scandal growup in the Pen- 
sion Office, in the Post-office Department, in 
the Department of Justice to shield Dudley, 
and in the management of the patronage to 
benefit such as Quay and subsidize party 
organs—and giving fullreinto the policy of 
extravagance and big warships, apd 
bounties from the public treasury to private 
interests. 

When in Ahesummer of 1890, the second 
year of his administration, his Secretary of 
State began to percetve the evanescent 
nature of the foundation on which the admin- 
istration had been building and began to trim 
hig sails with reciprocity, Mr. Harrison did 
not see it; and it was notuntill after the 
foundation gave way witha mighty crash in 
November, 1890,and Massachusetts, Michi- 
gan, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Wisconsin, Ne- 
braska, Kansas and several more reliable 
Republican States fell. into the hands 
of the opposition and a revolution 
swept over the House of Rep- 
resentatives, that Mr. Harrison at the 
beginning of his third year at last seemed to 
realize what was happening, and ina series 
of speeches from a car platform attempted to 
get back again into the swim of the popular 
drift.

For about a year prior to July, 19891, he 
maintained a small saloon in connection with 
his grocery at the above number. 

He was anxious to secure a renewal of his 
petition, but on account of changes in the 
neighbo: hood could not secure a sufficient 
number of signatures. 

He presented his insufficient petition to 
the Coliector informing him that if a license 
was not issued on those names he would have 
to close, as he could not secure another one. 

He continued to run his saloon without a 
license until about Aug. 1, when the Collector 
brought up a case in court against him. 

While the case was pending one of Mr. Zile- 
genhein’s deputies came to Mr. Dzengalewski 
and told him that he would be given a 
license if he would give a check for the 
amount, promising, Dzengolewski says, that 
the check would not be cashed at once. 

. Dzengolewski asked him how about the pe- 
tion. 

The deputy said he need not mind about 
that. He need not show his HUcense unless it 
was demanded and he could keep !t locked up 
in his drawer. 

Whenthecase against Dzengalewski was 
thrown out of court he was 
again asked to continue the 
saloon business by the deputy 
but he refused to do so and closed up his 

lace. Again in January be was sent a bill 

or his license for the six months of 1892, be- 
ginning Jan. 4, and no mention was made of 
the amount due the city forthe four months 
he operated a saloon without a license from 
July 4 to Nov. 15, 1891.

THE EVIDENCE. 

The Pearl Saloon was opened without a 
license in April, 1891, on the corner of Park 
and California avenues.

THE CENTRALIA BOX-CAR MURDER 
MYSTERY STILL UNSOLVED. 


History of a Remarkable Case Recalled 
br the Event at the Chester FPrisen 
Hospital Yesterday—How an Unknown 
Tramp Tried to End His Life on the 
Gallows—A Strange Story. 


CHESTER, Ill., Mareh 24.—The life secret of 
convict James Gray goes with him to the 
grave to-day. He died at the Prison Hospital 
yesterday, after serving a little over eight 
years of his ninety-nine years’ sentence for 
the crime which has gone tnto history as the 
“Centralia box-car murder mystery.”’ The 
case of Gray has attracted a great deal of 
attention, as it presents some remarkable 
features. Im October, 1883, the body of a 
murdered man was found tn a boxcar in Cen- 
tralia, UL, and the OCoroner’s investigation 
faled to find the slightest clew to the mur- 
gerer. On the third day afterthe investiga- 


tion a Stranger, apparently a tramp, 
giving the name of James Gray, walked into 
the Magistrate‘’s office and made the startling 
announcement that he was the criminal 
wanted. The story was not believed, but he 
we -nted such evidence that he was held for 
rand- jury. When court time arrived 
he made a still greater mystery of it by pro- 
ng to plead guilty, provided the death 
stence was given him.

PRILAPELPHIA, March %.—The sugar refin- 
ing plant of Harrison, Frazer &Co. was

STRIKERS ARE FIRM. 


— 


Furniture Workers Will Make no Con- 
cessions on Their Demands. 


PROSPECT OF THE STRIKE SPREADING 
TO OTHER CITIES. 


The Men Determined to Secure s Nine- 
Hour Day—One Firm Accedes to the 
Demands and Others Are Trying to 
Negotiate With the Men—Strikers 
Strongly Organized. 


The furniture-workers met at their hall, 
Broadway and Biddle, this morning to dis- 
cuss matters connected with the pending 
strike. The tall was crowded. There was 
great enthusiasm over the announcement 
that Staudte & Riecholdt had acceded to the 
demand and that their men had returned to 
work. 

The situation as to Claes & Lehnbeuter, F. 
F. Seidel and the Beattie Manufacturing Co. 
was represented unchanged. Reports from 
other unions, expressing sympathy with the 
strikers, and promising co-operation, were 
read. From many unionisis, also, at work in 
the several furniture factories, etc., came 
words enjoining the strikers to hold out, and 
expressing a willingness onthe part of the 
individuals to submit to atax of $5 a week if 
necessary to sustain the strikers. 

THEY ARE FIRM. 

Mr. Max Wotier, whois directing the man- 
agement of the strike, said this noon: ‘‘We 
have no negotiations with the three shops 
that are holding out, nor will we have any. 
We stand by our resolutions for nine hours 
with the pay hitherto given for ten hours, 
and shall consider nothing else. We 
are in good shape to hold out in- 
Gefinitely, and the men are in good 
humor, feeling confident that victory is an 
assured result. We have nee of assist- 
ance from our national bodies, andthe sym- 
pathy of Unionists everywhere.’’ 

‘*‘What are your resources fora prolonged 
strike?’’ 

‘*The last great strike in St. Louisin our 
line was in 1886. We are now ten times 
stronger than we were then. I don’t 
mean numerically or as regards money in 
hand, but in organization. We are affiliated 
with the Wood.workers’ International Union 
and its strength is ours. Now, this union 
within a year or two has reduced the hours to 
nine in about a dozen cities, and has 
upheld the wages in those towns to 
$3 a day, and we are going ahead 
toabolish ten hours in all the other fur- 
niture manufacturing centers. This is the 
opening wedgein St. Louis. We are some- 
what early inthe field here, but we couldn’t 
keep the boys back. We shall succeed in 
this strike in a few days, and then will be 
ready for something else.’’ 

Members of the Executlve Committee con- 
firmed Mr. Wotier’s statements, and desired , 
the reporter totake notice that in the judg- 
ment of Trades’ Unionists, as well ks police- 
men, this is the most orderly strike ever 
seen in the city. 

Staudte & Heicholdt have acceded to the 
demand of the furniture workers for nine 
hours’ workandten hours’ pay, and this

Abandoned Him and That the Revo- 
laiion Is Practically Over—Why the 
General Refused to Negotiate for the 
Rebel Leader’s Surrender. 


Gen. Stanley, the officer in command of 
the Government troops. who have been try- 
ingto catch Catarino Garza, the Mexican 
revolutionist, was in the city last night, but 
left this morning for Washington City on 
business in connection with the Garza revo- 
lution. He was found at the Union Depot 
just before getting on his train, in company 
with Mr. J. H. Robertson, General Manager 
of the Monterey & Mexican Gulf road, and he 
talked about the Garza troubles very freely. 
**‘We will have no further trouble with 
Catarino,’’ said the General, calling the 
revolutionist by his first name. ‘*His fol- 
lowing is scattered and most of his 
men have, in fact, repudiated him and would 
have nothing more to do with him if he were 
in a position tofight. It is only a question of 
time when he will surrender, as he is well 
known and cannot get out of his hiding place 
without being seen and recognized. Where 
ishe? Why, somewhere within twenty miles 
of his father-in-law’s ranch in Duvall 
County, Tex. The revolution, as they call it, 
would never have amounted to anything at 
all but for Gonzalez, Catarinho’s father-in- 
law. 

GARZA’S FINANCIAL BACKER. 

He is worth about $100,000 and lives near 
San Diego, Tex. He furnished the money to 
buy the horses and arms with or mostof 
them. The principal portion of the arms 
consisted of 100 Winchester carbines that had 
originally been sent to Sandeval, who, you 
remember, tried to get up a Mexican revolu- 
tion something after the Garza fashion, 
making his headquarters in Texas. He was 
arrested and tried, but a Texas jury acquitted 
him when the case was clear against him, 
He was caught before the Winchester carbines 
reached Laredo and after his capture and 
trial he let them lie there. The railroad com- 
pany’s freight charges amounted to some 
$500, I believe, and when Catarina got up his 
revolution he paid the freight on them and 
took possession of them, his father-in-law 
furnishing the money. Gonzalez is like most 
of the Mexicans in Texas, a man who enjoys 
all the privileges of American citizenship 
without being an American citizen. We have 
arrested a lot ofthese Mexican residents of 
Texas and put them under bond and 
to get even with wus they have 
preferred charges against Capt. Bourke, but 
those charges don’t amount toanything. I 
know everything that Capt. Bourke has done 
and the worst was to catch one of the fellows 
by the collar andtry to scare him into tell- 
ing where Garza was. Bourke Is an impulsive 
Irishman and sometimes allows his patriotic 
feelings to get the better of his sober judg- 
ment, but he never did anything worse than 
pares that Mexican resident of Texasa 
ittle, 

GARZA’S OFFER TO SURRENDER. 

‘‘Yes, it’s true that Catarino dic offer to 
surrender tome. It was in Sar Antonio, and 
happened inthis way. His lawyer came to 
meone day and said that Gonzalez, Cata- 
rino’s father-in-law, wantedto see me. I 
tolad him that I could have no parley with 
Gonzalez whatever, thatI did not wantto 
see him. This lawyer said that Gonzalez was 
the only person authorized to treat for Garza 
in relation to his surrender, and I 
replied that a conference in 
regard to Garza’s surrender was out 
Garza must surrender un- 
conditionally or be captured. I would not 
hear ofanythingelse. You seeit would not 
have done for me to enter into any arrange- 
ment of that kind. 

‘**While we haven’t caught Catarino yet, he 
is without any following and cannot get out 
of Duvall County, and itis only a question of 
time when he will be captured. We have 
got the man who killed one of our corporals 
onthe Rio Grande. My troops have been 
virtually withdrawn from the chase after 
Garza andthe whole matter is now inthe 
hands of the United States Marshals and the 
State authorities.

That, the rest of Europe having also been 
impoverished, the bulk of supplies must come 
from America, so grandly competent at all 
times, and so wonderfully biessed with 
bountiful crops the past season that she can 
send ship-load after ship-load of food without 
a drain upon her inexhaustibie 
stores; 

The people should know that carloads of 
supplies duly designated and directed will 
have free transportation to the seaboard; 

That, as an agency for receiving supplies 
and for their judicious and faithful distribu- 
tion in Russia, the International Red Oross of 
Geneva, with its American National and 
Russian National branches in full co-opera-

THE TWELVE-ACRE DORRIS TRACT SOLD

An Antmated Contest Between Eager 
Buyers for the Property—Report of the 
Lindell Hotel Sale Confirmed—Values 
Envhancing—An Active Market. 


The property known as the Dorris mansion 
site, at the southwest corner of Delmarave- 
nue and King’s bighway, hag been sold for 
$150,000. This transaction was negotiated by 
the Noonan investment Co,. in whose estab- 
lishment, at the corner of Chestnut and 
Eighth streets, there were some pretty lyvely 
scenes yesterday afternoon between several 
prominent real estate agents who were 
actively competing against each other 
to secure the prize for themselves 
and parties whom they represented. 
When it was definitely known that 


$150,000 was the price asked by the owner, and 
that that amount of money and nota dollar 
less would buy the ground. One thousand 
dollar checks anda$i,000 roll of bank notes 
were thrust into R. M. Noonan’s face by foar 
different parties within the space of a few 
minutes, each of the donors being equally 
anxious tobe the first and exclusive person 
to be recognized by the august salesman. Al- 
though Mr. Noonan re to give any in- 
formation about this transaction it is never- 
theless a fact that never before in his real 
estate experience had he been laced 
in such a predicament. Eachof the bidders 
were his persona! friends. He was obligated 
to one of them no more than the- other. Al 
offered him the full amount his client asked 
for the ground, and under these embarrassing 
conditions it was not an easy matter to de- 
cide which one of the four rival buyers was 
to be the winner. Happily for all the parties 
concerned a compromise wes suggested as 
the best means of concluding the 
issue between them, and that was for 
them to form a pool and buy the 
property jointly. There was some discussion 
of this proposition, but it was finally ages 
to betwen Messrs. Nelson & Mersman, Chas. 
C. Nicholis, Frank H. Gerhart and John 
Dwyer, who constitute the purchasing synai- 
cate. However, the names of other parties 
in interest may appear later on. 

Previous to thts fina! scene a struggle had 
been going on for a week to buy haif or the 
whoie of the property, a demand for it hav- 
ing been stimulated to a degree of 
intensity by the rapid sale of 
several thousand dollars worth of lots in the 
Forest Park place addition, adjoining the 
Dorris tract on the south, the retail p in 
that subdivision, where so much fine resi- 
dence property has been sold within the past 
week, having beenan average of $75 a foot. 
These figures indicated the profit there was 
in the Dorris tract, as it is practically just as 
good ground asthat in Forest Park piace, 
only, as yet, ithasno public improvements. 
However, these betterments will doubtless 
be provided as the demand for first-class 
residence property in that section of the city 
is growing very stronz, and it is not likely to 
cease soon, as there is comparatively but lit- 
tle of it on the market to be had anywhere 
near the municipal limits.

Formerly the title to the Dorris prop- 
erty was in Mrs. Anna B. Halderman. About 
a year ago she conveyed to &. M. Baldwin of 
New York, the consideration at that time 
having been about $125,000. In the present 
transaction the deed will go from Mr. Baild- 
win to the purchasing syn‘icate, the princi- 
pal names in which have been mentioned. 

PLACED THEIR BONDS. 

It was stated to-day on good authority that 
the Commercial Building Co., under obliga- 
tion to build at the northwest corner of Olive

Tenants occupying the premises 
now have been notified to vacate, and the 
work of tearing down the old four-story 
building is to be commenced the Ist of June.

American Race Horses Degenerating Into 
a Lot of Sprinters and Selling-Platers 
as a Result of the Prevailing Methods 
—Base Ball, Pugilism and Sporting 
News of All Kinds. 


In a short time the summer season of rac- 
ing Will be begun with the race for the Brook- 
lyn Handicap, aneventas important a fix- 
turein the racing world as many others of far 
greater age, but no greater prestige, says J. 
J. Burke, judge of Washingtan Park, Saratoga 

' and Guttenburg. Many ofthe best horses in 
training in the Eastare entered, and when 
the great event is over the season of summer 
racing will have been fairly inaugurated, 

Other and far more valuable races than the 
great handicap will then follow each other in 
rapid saccession. One ofthe most interest. 
ing to many race-goers will be the first great 
2-year-oid race ofthe year—the great Amer- 
ican Stake, worth $20,000. The ordinary 
reader can hardly realize, perhaps, thata 
thoroughbred colt or filly, hardly 2years old 
when the race is run, may not only win that, 
but also a series of even richer prizes, such 
asthe Great Eclipse Stake at Morris Park, 
worth at least $25,000;the Junior Champion, 
worth about the same amount; the Futurity 
at Sheepshead Bay, worth about $75,000; the 
Great Eastern Handicap at the same place, 
the Double Event and scores of other valua- 
bie prizes,all conceived by the various jockey 
clubs for a greater enhancement of 2-year-old 
racing. 

And yet it is an open question if this proda- 

| igality is a good thing for the future of the 
turf. For some years now the fact has been 
noteda and commented upon that the flelds of 
horses that run in what are Known &as Over- 
Night sweepstakes were far lighter than 
seemed good for the jockey clubs on the one 
part and for the public on the other. The 
vast increase in racing which has sprung 

‘up of late years has createda demand upon 
stables of horses whiich had the inevita- 

‘ble effect of exhausting their stamina. 

This has been particularly the case in 2- 
year-old races; s0 much so, in fact, that itis 

‘nouncommon thing now during the height 

ofthe racing season to see on a daily pro- 
gramme two races for 2-year-olds. Exces- 

' sive drafts upon their vitality at that age of 
course Giscount their availability for cam- 

‘-paigning ata more matuge age, hence each 
year notes anincrease in the ranks of what 

“are called ‘‘selling platers’’ and a decrease 

‘an the number of good, serviceable, everyday

' That the public are sufferers from this state 

lofaffairs is patent enough, for whenever a 
long distance race is carded at one of the 

“Ametropoittan tracks the attendance is larger, 
and there is easily noted a more hearty en- 
thusiasm during the contest and at its out- 
come. In Meu of long distance races, how- 
ever, the paying public are very frequently 
surfeited with a programme of short dashes, 
with the result depending so much upon the 
fallofthe flag that little real enjoyment is 
experienced when such races are being run. 

Now it seems to me that an organized ef- 
fort to reduce the number of 2-year-old 
races and to coax or cajole, cudgel or club 
owners torun their horses in long races will 
ultimately redound to the profit of the jockey 
clubs. In many cases horse owners, who are 
now forced to run _ their horses in 
short races, with ti.» almost invariable 
result that a very few horses win most 
of those races, would be glad of the 
chance to train and run them in 
longer races, with the result that the con- 
tests would afford more real enjoyment to 
the paying public and arrest an evil which, 
if permit to goon as it has, must, before 
many years have passed, bring the name of 
the American thoroughbred into contempt as 
the progenitor of a horde of sprinters unable 
to perform the commonest of the many use- 
ful duties for which the horse is maintained 
as a domestic animal.

Thomas Manley Convicted of Running a 
‘“‘Sure Thing’ Game. 


Thomas Manley, ‘who was arrested by 
Officers Knollhoff and Bock on Saturday night 
at Heitkamp’s saloon, 1125 North Tenth 
street, on a charge of running the pecullar 
‘*‘skin game’’ described in Monday’s Post- 
DISPATCH, was fined $100 by Judge Paxson to- 
day.
